taining a speed of approximately ninety miles per hour, 
Harold Bromley was well out over the Pacific today on his 
4,000 mile aerial journey from Japan to Tacoma, Wash. 


Bromley, accompanied by Harold 


Gatty, his co-pilot, took off from 
Misawa at 5:09 a. m, Sunday, 
Tokyo time, and three hours later 
was sighted sixty-five miles west o* 
Neumuro, according to reports to 
the Otchishi radio station. 
Neumuro is approximately 300 


miels from Misawa. This would in-

Bromley had estimated. 
It was estimated the flight would

general belief in political circles was 
that the cabinet would fail to se- 
cure a working majority in-the new 
reichstag. In his final speech Bruen- 
ing stressed tbe importance of the 
elections as -the most significant of 
the post war period. 


He appealed to electors to assure 
continuation of the government pol- 
icy of liberation of Germany and 
reconstruction work by strengthen- 
ing the parties supporting the cab- 
inet.

OTTAWA, Sept. 13—(INS)—The 


trend of the new Bennett conserva- 
tive government in Canada toward 
higher protection for Canadian busi- 
ness was exemplified today by the 
announcement that parliament next 
week will be called upon to enact 
the strongest anti-dumping legis- 
lation in the history of .the domin- 
ion. 


This legislation, of course, affects 
all foreign goods entering Canada 
and while it is not specifically aimed 
at American business, it is Ameri- 
can business, nevertheless, that will 
be most affected. Approximately 
one-fifth of all the enormous ex- 
ports of the United States comes to 
Canada. Last year the dominion 
bought almost a billion dollars worth 
of goods -from across the line. 
Use Wholesale Basis. 
The new legislation will provide 


for the fixing ,of a "fair market 
value" of foreign goods that shall 
be not less than the wohelsolers' or 
jobbers' price, instead of the pres- 
ent method of basing valuation on 
the manufacturers' price. This of 
course will very materially increase 
the valuation of gfcods.

of Discovery on King 


Williams Land. 


PORT 
MACMURRAY, Alberta, 


Sept. 13—(UP)—Remnants from 
the graves of Sir John Franklin 
and 
his 
fellow 
explorers 
who 


huddled together to die eighty- 
three years ago on the bleak north- 
ern shore of King Williams land 
were being brought back to civili- 
zation tonight. 
The story of the fate that befell 


the lost explorers to the magnetic 
pole m 1847 was told today by 
W. E. Gilbert; aviator, who. with 
Maj. L. T. Burwasli, flew 1000 miles 
over Arctic wastes on a government 
mission to learn what had hap- 
pened to tne expedition. 


While Major Bunvash was mak- 


ing his way from Fort Smith to 
Edmonton with rehcs and docu- 
ments that are expected to reveal 
in detail the coming of death to 
Sir John and his companions, Gil- 
bert related how he and the major 
had looked down from their plane 
on 
graves 
arranged 
in 
orderly 


fashion. ' 


"The arrangement of the graves 


indicated." said Gilbert, "that death 
had resulted from either starvation 
or scurvy. 


Carefully Buried. 


"It is probable that the members 


of the party died one by one and 
were carefully buried. It is certain 
that disaster did not come upon 
them suddenly, and it is improb- 
able that their ships were wrecked " 
Flyine over the rugged northern 


shore of King Williams land, the 
aviators saw below them, Gilbert 
said, the hull of a ship. Lack of a 
landing place prevented close in- 
spection, but the fliers believed the 
ship was either the Erebus or the 
Terror, the two vessels which car- 
ried the Franklin party on its ex- 
pedition to find a northwest pass- 
age to tile Pacific ocean. 


Remains of several membeis of 


the expedition were found some 
distance away, but until Gilbert 
and Burwash flew over the region 
there was nothing to indicate the 
manner in which death came to 
them.

NEW YORK. Sept. 13-<INS) — 


The trade report for the past week 
differs little from those immediately 
preceding in that continued moder- 
ate 'ncr«ases In varied lines of busi- 
ness activity Bear out in certain re- 
sepcts what had been forecast in 
line with seasonal expectations. It 
is difficult, however, to draw any 
set conclusions from the evidences 
of improvement which have so far 
come to light as regards the near 
term future.

The stock market advance now in 
its fourth week has pegun to show 
considerable irregularity.

even the long neglected copper and 
motor groups coming to life for a 
spell. 
Continued weakness in the 


commodity markets, however, in the 
closing days of the week brought 
general unsettlement to the list, 
with bearish professionaJs taking 
advantage of the uncertainty to 
push pivotal leaders downward. The 
utility section showed the 
most 


buoyant action of any group, and 
despite the recession of Friday, the 
average of twenty utility stocks was 
some 5 points above the standing 
on the previous week. The average 
of ninety composite stocks, however, 
was up slightly more than a point 
from that of a week ago. 


Bond Market Firm. 


The bond market has continued 


to rule firm at its best levels of the 
year, and there seems to be no ces- 
sation ofinvestment buying for the 
better grade issues.

Repeated offers to sink a test well 


to ascertain the possibilities of add- 
ing to the city water supply liom a 
source near the piesent mains have 
received no action on the pait of 
the city council, C. M. Branson 
claims. At the time the city council 
authorized investigation of sites for 
new \\ellb Mr Branson offered to 
sink a twelve-inch well on his farm 
at no expense to the city. In a let- 
ter addressed to Mayor Love and the 
city council he asks that his offer 
be given consideration at the next 
council meeting. 
The communication which will be 


presented to the council at its next 
meeting. 
"Several weeks ago I wrote to the 


mayor, repeating my offer to put 
down a twelve-inch test well at my 
ovin expense to prove that an abun- 
dant supply of good water was here 
available upon my property—within 
less than two miles of the city's 
water mains. The only provisions 
were that the city should give this 
supply a fair and thorough test, 
taking up its option on the property 
only in the event that an abun- 
dance of good water was found; 
otherwise jno obligations to me were 
to then exist on the part of the 
city, leaving it free to investigate 
more distant souices of supply. 
Thus far no reply has been received, 
and this investigation apparently 
refused—as 
indicated 
by recent 


statements in the papers relative to 
the matter. 


"Why 
this obvious discrimination 


m favor of the distant Platte sup- 
ply, with, its inferior quality and ex- 
orbitant cost, when an abundance 
of good water is available at small 
expense right at the city's own back 
door? 
Since Lincoln is known to 


owe much of its healthfulness to 
the excellent quality of water now 
enjoyed, can the council afford to 
refuse an investigation leading to 
the perpetuation of this pure water 
supply for at least another quarter 
of a centry yet to come? 


Surely the council-as-a-whole will 


Hesitate before sacrificing this pure, 
wholesome quality of water in favor 
of the sand-filtered water from the 
Platte, \\hose braid expanse is 
known to carry the sewage, carrion, 
and other polluted refuse collected 
throughout the entire length of the 
state. How can sand-filtering make 
such polluted water pure and whole- 
some, or any chemical treatment do 
the same' Can these make such 
water palatable and refreshing like 
the lock-encased water right at 
hand? Surely all such factors have 
not been fully considered, else such 
a promising local scarce would not 
be passed by without a thorough in- 
vestigation at least. 


"Let me again remind you that 
this water supply upon my farm is 
not an un-tested one; it was dis- 
covered and carefully investigated 
by the city about thirty-eight years 
ago. So abundant was the supply 
that it was then declared to be 
practically inexhaustible; so ample 
that it seemed possible to supply 
the city with more than five mil- 
lion gallons of water daily from one 
single large dug well, to say nothing 
of other wells that might be added 
when needed Thp quality of water 
is the same as Lincoln's present 
pure 
supply; the 
water-bearing 


gravel was found to be of unusual 
depths and of unusual quality—this 
gravel being very large and smooth, 
also very clean, something like 
fifty-seven feet of which was pene- 
trated without beginning to reach 
its limit. These facts have been pre- 
viously stated to you, and can be 
readily verified by reference to the 
old log. which was filed in the citv 
hall; they will likewise be verified 
by P. W. Worthuigton who made the 
tests for the city at that time, also 
by Judge W. T. Stevens whose fath- 
er kept all detailed records of the 
tests and filed the log with the city. 


"As yau are perhaps already aware 


in order to avoid all possible ex- 
pense relative to trunk-mam costs 
etc., by gcmg even this distance, 
the old council then decided to fur- 
ther investigate its own resources in- 
side the city itself, turning its at- 
tention to the Antelope where a 
similar out-cropping of sandstone 
was to be seen. There, as you know, 
in abundance of water was dis-l 
(overed. and this source was left for 
riture needs—as exist at the present 
time. 


"Up to the time I called the coun- 
cil's attention to this water supply,! 
Mr. Schroeder seemed verv anxious 
to find an additional local supply

"As 'pi elective insurance' against 
the same, Mr. Schroeder is now will- 
ing to spend three millions of the 
people's money for installing such a 
project as the Distant Platce in- 
volves, another three millions or 
more as mterest-on-bonds in the 
next twenty-live years; several ad- 
ditional millions of dollars more lor 
operating and maintaining such a 
pioject within a like period; and 
last, but not least, ne seems even 
willing to sacrifice the present pure 
and wnolesome water in favor ol the 
sand-tiltered water of the polluted 
Platte. All this Mr. Schroeder seems 
willing to do for the sake ol avoid- 
ing tneoretical IrhT-tion which is 
but remotely possible and highly im- 
probable, as indicated by attending 
lacts and the statements of the best 
geological authority available, who 
ha syndicated that the dangers cited 
are to be considered negligable for 
at least a quarter century or more. 
"From a strictly practical stand- 


point alone, what reasonable grounds 
are there for expecting any such 
litigation 
of 
moment 
as 
Mr. 
Schroeder claims he fears? 
Why 
has not the city been involved in 
many such damage suits in all the 
thiry odd years the Antelope wells 
ha\e been pumped so exhaustnely? 
Has there ever been a single case 
ot such litigation filed against the 
city? No such action has been cited 
by 
Mr. 
Schroeder—nothing 
but 
theoretical liability of a city, and 
the case at Wanoo. Why have not 
the Van Dorn wells ruined the 
Antelope wells, the two s>ets being 
located no great distance apart? 


"How does it occur that the thir- 
teen Antelope wells, all grouped 
withm twelve hundred feet of the A 
street pumping plant, are able to 
continue operation without seriously 
endangering each other when only a 
few hundred feet away? Yet Mr. 
Schroeder declares that to pump 
water from my supply source would 
rob his city wells—four or five miles 
distant—besides endangering neigh- 
boring wells so greatly that he vir- 
tually refuses to make an investiga- 
tion of it at all, even though it is 
the most logical and practical of all 
sources unaer consideration — an 
abundant supply of water at a mini- 
mum of cost. 


"Obviously, 
the water 
commis- 
sioner's fears seem to be lacking in 
substantial justification, since they 
are not confirmed by either geologi- 
cal opinion or surrounding facts 
based upon experience. 


"Is it fair to the citizens of Lin- 
coln who use the water and pay the 
city's bills to thus refuse them, also, 
the right to an investigation of this 
promising local water supply, when 
such an investigation may lead to 
the immediate saving of the greater 
part of the proposed three million

In preparation for this event, the 


company has taken advantage of 
the commodity market slump to 
purchase hundreds of thousands of 
dollars woith of special items 
The Lincoln store will participate 


In the event, Mr. Walker said. Most 
of the arrangements for the anni- 
versary celebration here have al- 
ready been completed. 


Bcffin Retail 1925. 


The huge retail organization of 


Sears, Roebuck and Co., has come 
into existence since the lirst of 
1925. 
In that year, the compuny 


opened its first retail establishment 
in Chicago. 
This store was largely an experi- 


ment in the retail idea at first. 
Through it, the company tentative- 
ly applied its tremendous buying 
power, developed during 39 years 
of mail order experience, to re- 
tail merchandising, me object was 
to ascertain if it would not be pos- 
sible to sustain substantially lower 
price levels in a nation-wide group 
of retail stores through the exercise 
and extension of this buying power. 
The store succeeded almost imme- 
diately and led the way to the de- 
velopment of the 340 retail units 
now in operation. 


Originally Mail Order. 


Until the last ha ' decade, the 
Sears, Roebuck and Co, had oper- 
ated a mail order system which had 
had a spectacular rise. 


Sears, Roebuck and Co. has now 


covered the whole nation with a 
network of mail order houses, each 
erected in a city considered the 
commercial capital nf an economic 
division. These mail order houses 
were located in respect to distances 
between each other and to trans- 
portation facilities with the goal of 
making nearly 
possible 
24-hour 


mail order service for customers in 
every section of the country. That 
goal 
was approximated in 1928 


with the completion of the tenth 
and last mail order plant at Boston. 
Began in Depot. 


The event to be commemorated

company by 


Richard W. Sears ac North Red- 
wood, Minn., in 1886 The com- 
pany originated in a little railway 
station at North Redwood where 
young Sears, the station 
agent, 
scribbled 
letters 
to 
prospective 


customers and sold watches by mail 
in an effort to trade his spare time 
for spare money. 


During the next seven years many 
things happened. The Sears Watch 
Co. became Sears Roebuck and Co. 
The handwritten letters became a 
catalog which offered for sale not 
only watches but diamonds, bicycles, 
sporting goods, clothing, harness and 
many other general merchandise 
items. The headquarters of the busi- 
ness was not the tiny railway sta- 
tion at North Redwood but a five- 
story building in Chicago. 


Roebuck Retires. 


In 1895 Mr. Roebuck 
the 
vice 


president, retired and was succeeded 
by Julius Rosenvrald who since has 
been a vital factor in the affairs of 
the company. 


In 1906 the mammoth plant at 


Arthington and Homan 
on Chi- 


cago's west side was built, launching 
the program of national expansion 
that brought the company to its 
present system of 340 retail stores 
and ten mail order houses. 


The company now lias 38,400 em- 


ployes. 12,000.000 customers and last 
year did a total gross sales business 
of $443,452.640.

Each time the plane failed to get 
away. 


Inclement weather had blocked 


proposed 
takeoffs 
from 
Misawa 


Beach yesterday and on several 
preceding days. Bromley had an- 
nounced that they would try again 
Monday or Tuesday. But then he 
changed his plans. He and Gatty 
appeared at the airport in trn early 
morning and the ship was rolled 
into position. 


Plane Takes The Air. 


It was a beautiful dawn for fly- 


ing. The motor of the big plane 
was warmed up at 5:07 a. m. Lieu- 
tenant Bromley signalled that he 
was ready to leave. Blocks were 
cleared away and 90 seconds after 
the plane started down the runway 
it was in the air. 


Bromley and 
Gatty 
had 
not 


been heard from four hours later, 
9 a. m., Sunday, but they were be- 
lieved soaring through calm skies 
to the goal 4,050 miles away. Ahead 
of Bromley and Gatty lay the fame 
a successful flight to Tacoma would 
bring. Behind them were many 
disappointments 
due directly to 
mechanical troubles. 


Most Decent was the one at Kasi- 


rnigaun airport just outside Tokyo. 
The fliers attempted to start from 
Kasimigauri one recent dawn, but 
the weight of the gasoline load 
kept them from getting their plane 
into the air. 


Week Spent Rolling Beach. 


So they came to Misawa Beach. 
More than a week was devoted to 
rolling and smoothing a stretch of 
the beach.

Weather reports received from 
government sources in San Fran- 
cisco forecast a strong tail wind 
for a flight, so Bromley made his 
start Sunday at dawn.

Before Bromley and Gatty de- 
cided to make a try from Kasi- 
migauri airport they had made 
tests in the Tacoma, Wash district, 
but they finally became convinced 
that flying Tacoma to Tokyo winds 
would necessitate a much larger 
gasoline 
supply than the ship's 
tanks could hold. So. with little ns- 
tice of their plans, they crated their 
ship and sailed for the Orient. 


From the -.cry birth of his trans- 
Pacific hopes, Lieutenant Bromley 
was trailed by hard luck. He 
cracked up his first plane in at- 
tempting to take off from Tacoma. 
The second -was wrecked in a crash 
while being tested by a factory 
pilot. A third suffered a similar 
fate while being tested over a desert 
stretch.

dumping of goods within its bor- 
der. 


"Canada." he said, "has become 


the dumping giound for the whole 
world. We propose to stop it. Mer- 
chants and manufacturers in the 
United States have found Canada 
a convenient place to unload their 
surpluses and the effect has been 
disastrous for us. 


Resent Smoot-Hawley Bill. 


"Take for example, a manufac- 


turer in the states who makes ten 
thousand pieces of furniture. If he 
sells nine thousand in his domestic 
market, he will dump the other 
thousand into Canada at any price 
he can get. The man 
who is 


honestly in business in Canada can- 
not meet this competition. We are 
going to stop it." 
The anti-dumping legislation is a 


prelude to the enactment of stiffer 
tariff, barriers which is to come 
later. Canada has protection. That 
much is definite. There has al- 
ways been a considerable protec- 
tionist element in Canadian politi- 
cal life, but it took the Smoot-Haw- 
ley tariff bill enacted by the last 
United States congress to bring 
this sentiment to its full flower. 


There is keen resentment of the 


American tariff 
law throughout 


Canada, even though it is under 
the surface. To the American visi- 
tor they say that, of course Cana- 
dians recognize the right of the 
United States to enact any tariff it 
pleases, but 
equally the

States cannot object if Canada does 
likewise.

Ag Experts Urge 


Extermination Of 


Volunteer Wheat 


Volunteer wheat plants are now 


nearly all infested with Hessian fly 
eggs, nmteen per cent of the papar- 
la or "flaxseeds" of the fly 
are 


empty, flies laid eggs on sixty-eight 
out ofa hundred early-sown wheat 
plants Thursday, aod twice as many 
flies weie caught on screens Thurs- 
day as on any previous day. O. S. 
Bare, extension entomologist, has 
reported. 


The recent warm, moist weather 


is ideal for the rapid emergence of 
the fly, and several more days of 
similar weather may make it pos- 
sible for the fly to catch up the 
time lost a few days ago when it 
was cool and dry. Prof. M. H. Swenk 
chairman of the department 
of 


entomology at the agricultural col- 
lege, says. It is still too earlj to pre- 
dict when the fly-safe date for sc?;- 
inw wheat will be, he said. 


Delay Dangerous. 


Some statements in a news story 


of a few days ago may give farmers 
the wrong impression about 
the 
present Hessian fly situation, Pro- 
fessor Swenk said. One statement 
was that 'there will be little use to 
delay seeding until a fly-safe date if 
the volunteer wheat is allowed to 
grow in all the fields where it has 
now started." Delaying sowing until 
the Hessian fly is out of the way 
will prevent serious damage to the 
wheat this fall, a very,, important; 
part of the Hessian fly campaign, 
Professor Swenk explained 
If the 


volunteer wheat is allowed to grow, 
it will harbor the fly over the win- 
ter, and the spring broods of the 
fly can then spread from the vol- 
unteer to adjoining wheat fields and 
do damage next spring and before 
harvest. 


Delaying 
sowing, however, will 


accomplish part of control this fall 
and reduce to a great extent 
the 


damage to the 1931 crop. Every ef- 
fort should be made, as previously 
Stated, to get rid of volunteer wheat 
also.

Cheat Aid to County 


Not Needed. 


At its regular monthly meeting, 


September 4, the board of directors 
of the Social Welfare society, by 
unanimous vote decided to sell the 
property at 746 Rose street,, used by 
the county as a juvenile detention 
home. 
The decision was reached 


after a 
careful 
inspection ,cf the 


property by the chairman of the 
house committee, 
Victor 
Friend, 


ai\cl a building contractor. 


The report of the committee con- 


firmed the opinion of Judge Chap- 
pell's visitation committee, which 
was that, regardless of repairs, the 
building would be unsuitable for 
the detention of the court's juven- 
ile wards. Since it was built for a 
dwelling house, it could not be made 
fireeproof 
and sanitary for 
this 


purpose. 


The detention home was pur- 


chased by the charity organization 
society now the Social Welfare so- 
ciety in 1908. Prior to that time, the 
juvenile wards had been housed in 
the private home of Mrs. Emily P. 
Hornberger, 1825 A/street. This ex- 
periment carried on through the in- 
fluence of the women's club, showed 
the need of such a home but was 
not entirely satisfactory because the 
small capacity of the house made 
the per capita expense so large that 
at the end of the first year, the 
county commissioners declared the 
home would be discontinued unless 
a suitable building was provided. 
The present property was purchased 
by the Social Welfare society and 
turned over to the county in Febru- 
ary, 1909- Mrs- Hornberger as mat- 
ron. The contract provided that the 
county reimburse the Charity or- 
ganization society to the extent ol 
$1,200 for improvements made 
on 
the building, and keep it in repair. 
The county was to have free use 
of the building for five years. 


In 1915, a lease was drawn the 


county providing that the county 
rent the hcme fiom the Social Wel- 
fare society and keep it, in repair. 
Since then contributions, and rent 
which the county has paid, have not 
covered the purchase price and re- 
pairs to the building with the re- 
sult that, at the present time, the 
Social Welfare society has expend- 
ed $1,592 more than nas been re- 
ceived. 


It is the feeling of the boarS ot 


directors that Lancaster county has 
now reached such figures m wealth 
and population as to make it no 
longer necesesary for the commun- 
ity chest, through the Social Wel- 
fare society, to provide a building 
for the 
detention of the 
court's 


wards. 


The lease held by the county ex- 
pired in July, 1929. Until August 13 
the commissioners were unwilling 
to renew the lease. At that time, 
Mr Hensley expressed his 
belief 


that the commissioners would be 
willing to renew the lease if repairs 
were made. On September 8, the 
Social Welfare society informed the 
commissioners of their unwillingness 
to make repairs and their intention 
to advertise the property for 
sale

Big Minors Stand Pat 
In Refusing Submit to 
Renewal of Draft Plan

It may have been the hot spell and drouth, or the hot 


race in the National league, or maybe the tree-sitting cham- 
pionships, or it may have been the foolishness of the whole 
business that killed the last big baseball ware before it got 
into the first line trenches. 


But it is pretty well agreed now that there will be no 


war. 
The majors issued an ultimatum which doesn't expire 


for three months, but by the time that date rolls around it 
looks as if most every one connected with tho "war" will 


it and gone off on some other ride. 


big minors might have agreed 
to 


this program had the majors in- 
cluded college men. 


Nothing but Conversation. 


Another feature of this 1928 pro- 


posal was that the majors could not 
draft a man from class AA unless 
he had had four years' professional 
experience, three years' 
expenence 


if drafted-from class A clubs and 
two years from class B clubs. 


Nothing came of the 1928 commit- 


tee's findings excepting a lot of con- 
versation. 
In the meantime, the majors have 


continued grabbing all the 
free 
agents without previous- professional 
experience, sandlotters 
and col- 


legians, and have likewise had to 
pay $100,000 for a single star they 
liked.Case of Self-Protection. 


Minor league magnates bay they 


cannot exist if they are forced to let 
the majors have playeis for such 
prices as the draft provides. 


They wouldn't have to do that ex- 


actly, but they wouldn't get much 
more For instance, Lefty 
Grove, 


who sold for $105,000, would have 
been sold by Jack Dunn to 
some 


club for anything above the draft 
price because Dunn would have 
known that such a star could not 
have escaped the draft. 


Matter of Saving Money. 


The majors say they want the 


draft to compel the minors to give 
players a chance of advancement 
But such is hardly the case. The 
majors want these minor stars for 
less money. The minor leagues do 
not oppose their advancement—pro- 
vided they are paid what they think 
the stars are worth. 
The majors may have an ^argu- 


ment, but they won't get anywhere 
with it unless they want to throw 
out Landis and stage a rebellion of 
their own. The minors are sitting 
pretty. 


Minors Not Worrying:. 


At any rate the five minor leagues 


that refuse to accept the draft are 
not worrying about the 
matter.

though the Six Hundred Million- 
aires have some sort of a lien on 
him also. Mr. Sharkey was under 
an agreement to meet Signer Car- 
nera, the Tall Tower of Gorgonzola, 
but ducked two threats, one of be- 
ing flattened by Camera and the 
other of being flattened by the 
New York State boxing commission.

Recently a novel traffic light 


was installed at a busy Pahs inter- 
section. Alwavs different in traffic 
affairs, the quaint Parisians de- 
signed this light for operation by 
pedestrians. Monsieur or madarne, 
washing to cross, pushes a button 
m the lamp post and traffic stops 
for fifteen seconds.

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No small part of a summer 


abroad is the memory of charming 
landscapes and places of interest 
Memories are made more realistic 
by pictures, and we have a most at- 
tractive group today contributed by 
several Lincoln people who spent 
the summer months in unusual 
places. 


At the upper left is an" old Alas- 


kan highway which has all the ap- 
pearance of being a most beautiful 
spot The picture is one of a col- 
lection gathered by Dr. and Mrs. 
C F Ladd on their Alaskan trip 
during the summer They sailed on 
the S. S. Aleutian and were gone 
several weeks. 


Show Norwegian Waters. 


In the upper center is a scene 


showing Norwegian waters. The pic- 
ture is the short but awesome 
'Geiranger Fjord. This inlet is only 
eleven miles long, and from 200 to 
400 yards wide, but the mountains 
soar perpendicularly to heights of 
3000 and 
5,000 feet, along the 


gorge, and in some places actually 
hang out over the water. Down the 
steep cliffs plunge hundreds of wa- 
terfalls, gauzy and silky, or roar- 
ing. This attractive spot is oust one 
of the many that Dr. Walter Aitken 
visited during his tnirteen days>' 
cruise to Norway which supple- 
mented his trip to Europe. 


The third picture in the top-row 


is a scene from Nuremberg, taken 
by Harry Meginnis, while he, ac- 
companied by Mrs. Meg'nms and 
Harry, jr.. were abroad this sum- 
mer. Nuremberg, according to Mr. 
Meginnis, is one of the most color- 
ful and interesting places in Ba- 
varia Going to Europe principally 
to study various types of architec- 
ture especially in cathedrals, the 
Meginnis tnp would not have been 
complete without a picture of the 
Canterbury cathedral in Canter- 
bury, England, .which is shown at 
the lower left. 


Home of Lang. 


Right next to the cathedral in 


the group of pictures is the home 
of Alois Lang in Oberammergau 
Anton Lang, who played the part 
of the Christ for so many years in 
the Passion Play, is now too old for 
the role, and a relative, Alois Lang, 
has taken his place.

is a picture of a Laplander woman 
with a pet reindeer, a snapshot 
taken by Dr. Aitken on his Nor- 
wegian cruise. Back of the woman, 
but not seen in the picture, is a 
tent where she keeps souvenirs of 
all kinds'to sell to the tourists. 


Scenes In Mexico. 


The two remaining pictures are 


scenes in Mexico, taken by Miss 
Marguerite Klmker who spent the 
summer there The rural scene "was 
taken out in the country, close to 
the village of Taxco. 
The lovely 


view shows the Boro> gardens at 
Cuernavaca, about twenty miles 


from Mexico City. Many prominent 
people of Mexico have country 
homes there. 


Regardless of the fact that it is 


so close to our own country, few 
Americans go into Mexico to spend 
the summer or part of any season, 
and yet, according to Miss Klinker, 
it is most delightful She has the 
following to say aBout her trip: 


Mexico Interesting:. 


"As far as mileage goes, I have 
been larther away from home than 
Mexico—but I doubt whether I 
shall ever feel farther away! The 
Mexican world is so foreign—I feel 
as if I had come back after having 
touched upon a different planet, 
and my little glimpse makes me 
long to know more of Mexico and 
linger there a while. It is such a 
beautiful country—so varied—and 
its history is so romantic. It is a 
country of great antiquity. Arche- 
ologists assign the pyramids of 
Mexico to even greater antiquity 


j than the pyramids of Egypt. * 
I 
"One of our" most delightful ex- 


periences was a visit to the village 
of Taxco, about 150 kilometeis from 
Mexico City. It is an enchanted vil- 
lage, and still remains unspoiled 
_'**i charming, for it has been ac- 
cessible by motor car only a couple 
of years. We stayed with the only 
English family in the vicinity. They 
lived in a huge, rambling, colonial 
Spanish home, and they had in- 
creased their usual family by three 
artist, an architect and his wife, 
and my friend and me We were 
the only lazy members of the house- 
hold—for the artists reveled in the 
quaint village. The streets zig-zag 
up and down the mountainside— 
over bridges and under arches The 
ensemble is a mass of gayly colored 
tiled roofs—semi tropical flowers— 
dashes of purple, yellow, lavender— 
a veritable artist's paradise. Mr. 
Ayers, the architect, was busily 
photographing, measuring and not- 
ing details of "the beautiful archi- 
tecture. He was also intensely in-

in 
our own Nebraska 
capitol.

HE World Avar has been 
over nearly twelve years. 


But a Pawnee county mother 
still lives over the weird ex- 
perience of discussing- with 
her son. officially dead, how 
to prevent the United States 
government ship ping the 
boy's "remains" to her. 


The mother is Mrs. Fannie 


Cooney Kelly of Burchard, 
little community of 300, in 
the southeast part of Nebras- 
ka. She had three sons in the 
war, one twice decorated and 
another reported dead but liv- 
ing in Denver today. 


The story of a mother's 


grief at the reported loss of 
her son in the Avar, of the 
unexpected word that he was 
not dead which followed a 
week after official govern- 
mental notices of the son's 
death, the suspense of suc- 
ceeding 
weeks 
while 
she 


waited for confirmation of 
the report that her son was 
back in France, and finally 
the only proof she would ac- 
cept, a letter from him, was 
graphically told during 
the 


past week by Mrs. Keily in 
her neat little white-frame 
cottage at Burchard. 


"Oh, I hope there'll never have to 


be another war where boys ha'ie to 
go away like that." she exclaimed 
as she "recalled her mixed feelings 
of pride at her sons" manhood, and 
lear that they would nc\er come 
back to her. and as she reviewed 
the splendid health in which they 
left Nebraska as contrasted with 
the broken physiques which were 
returned to start the life struggle 
In a world suddenly become strange. 


News of Son's Death. 


Many mothers the state and coun- 
try o.er. can and do share her sen- 
timents about war. Few have gone 
through her experience of suffering 
at knowledge of a son's death oiiiy 
to have the son returned alive. 
It was durinc those painful early 
winter days "of 191S after 
the 
armistice had been declared but 
when lone daily lists of casualties 
yet rolled into this country that 
Mrs. ivelly got the iaddesi news 
she ever received, 


Her three boys had been in the 
thicS of the fichtinp. She had had 
no word. Her heart ached as only 
a mother's heart ran ache as she 
Jhoucht of the boys sleeping in 
froicn mud. sirnceUns alone wttii 
inadequate provisions, while com- 
rades were shot and passed day by 
daT.

"It was terrible," Mrs. Kelly said. 
"Oh, you can't imagine how terrible 
it was.

Again the weeks dragee? by. a 
patient mother fluttered from thnlk 
of hope to the pangs of despair. 
Finally there came a letter — from 
Bill Kelly himself. 
He was well. 
He v.as in France. He had never 
been dead. He had been captured 
and held in a German prison camp. 


"I didn't waste any time gettinK 
up to the church and taking that 
gold star down." she smiled.

"While we sat on that 
cot and talked.

PANAMA IS CROSSROADS OF HEMISPHERE 
OLD GOLD ROAD WHERE TRAGEDY STALKED AND WHICH WAS TROD BY MORGAN'S PIRATES, NOW HUMS WITH COMMERCE AND INDUSTRY

going to and from tho ship were to 
be seen hundreds of automobiles, 
boxed, not crated. There were a few 
Fiats .from Italy, but all pf the rest 
were American, the greater part of 
them Fords, and the remainder the 
lower and medium priced products 
of General Motors factories. 


These cars were shipped to the 
makers in care of Panama banks, 
to be delivered to the dealers upon 
the latter making satisfactory ar- 
rangements with such banks. The 
National City bank and the Chase 
National of New York, and the Koy- 
al bank of Canada have branches in 
all the principal 
cities of Latin 


America, and their buildings are 
generally among the most attractive 
to be found in the places where they 
are located. It may be correctly con- 
jectured that the employes of these 
institutions look forward with mucn 
eagerness to the vacations which 
will allow them to go "back home." 


Contrasts In Cities. 
Balboa is the American city on 
the Pacific side of the isthmus and 
it is situated uith respect to the 
City of Panama, just as Christobal 
is TO Colon. The contrasts are great, 
for in the Panamanian cities are 
to be found vices of every descrip- 
tion, including gambling dens, wild 
cabarets and dance halls, as well* as 
high class saloons and clubs of an 
exclusive nature. The American cit-

nature. The office buildings are 
models, while the residential sec- 
tions, occupied by admmistra'tive 
officials and emplojies, are remark- 
able for their beautiful and well-' 
kept grounds, abounding in tropical 
vegetation and variegated blossoms. 


The federal government maintains 
and operates two high class hotels 
on the zone, the George,Washing- 
ton at Christobal and the Tlvoli at 
Balboa, or Ancon. On the beautiful 
grounds of the George Washington 
may be seen a statue of William H. 
Aspmwall, which reminds one that 
the city which is now called Colon 
once bore the name of Aspinwall; 
and there was some little'difficulty 
about changing it. The government 
of Colombia, which then owned 
Panama, insisted upon calling the 
place Colon, while the United States 
which was protecting the railroad 
which its citizens owned and oper- 
ated, was just as determined that 
it should be Aspinwall. 
Colombia 


refused-to deliver letters addressed 
to Aspinwall, there being no such 
place within the purview of its of- 
ficials, so finally the United States 
gave in, and Colon it became. 
The Panama Railroad. 


Following the discovery of gold 
in California in 184?, Aspinwall, a 
New York business man, H. Chaun- 
cey and J. L. Stevens obtained a 
charter 
from New Grenada, of 
which Panama was then a prov- 


complete. Chinese labor was prin- government of Panama, as well as of his sovereign. Sir Francis Drake, 
cipally employed, and the mortality 
was terrific. It has been said that 
every sleeper, or tie, represents the 
life of a laborer sacrificed in the 
work. The de Lesseps company 
bought the road for $25,500,000 and 
it now belongs to our federal gov- 
ernment, as a part' of the assets 
which we purchased. 
We rolled into the city of Pan- 
ama in a train on this road, and 
found it intensely interesting. The 
United States buildings and grounds 
are all that an American citizen 
would want them to be. It's just 
like being in a nice city at home. 
And it may be well to remark that 
there is a great deal of misappre- 
hension as to the climate. It is 
eternal summer in Panama, but not 
as hot as the summers we have 
here. Had a Panamanian been here 
last July and August he would have 
wanted to go home, for the highest

known 
there was 98 and the lowest 59. 


Panama is the capital of the re- 
public, and its residential section is 
beautiful. 
Many of the nations 
have consulates, some of which are 
veritable palaces. The same can be 
said of the residences of many of 
the leading citizens, which are the 
equals of the homes to be found in 
any city.

It is a never-ending 
pageant of today, intriguing, 
gripping. 
Here the Orient 


and the Occident not only 
meet, they mingle. Just over 
the hills from the most stu- 
pendous achievement of man's 
genius, primeval Nature holds 
sway, and jungles which have 
never known the tread of-the 
foot of a white man hide the 
primitive abodes of savages 
as benighted as on the day 
Columbus first set sail. 


Panama is not only the 


greatest show on earth, it is 
unique. At Singapore, "cross- 
roads of the east," one may 
see as varied an ethnological 
procession, but it must be 
without the background here 
presented. For man's crown- 
ing 
engineering 
t r i umph 


forms the centerpiece of this 
human mosaic, intensely in- 
teresting, if not exquisitely 
beautiful. 
Double cities, in 


each case divided only by a 
street, are to be found at, 
either end of the canal. It 
would not do to call them 
twin cities, they are so en- 
tirely unlike; but in these one 
may see within such a short 
period that it seems incred- 
' ible, life in its most degraded 
'and repulsive form, and in its 
most enlightened and appeal- 
ing aspect. 


It is not the purpose of this writ- 
er to go into details as to the con- 
struction and operation of the canal 
these subjects having been covered 
in detail by many others. It may be 
said, however, that the waterway 
which divides the continents 
is 


50.72 statute miles long, the Atlan- 
tic entrance being 33.52 miles north 
and 27.02 miles west of the Pacific 
en:rance. So in passing from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific one 
goes 


from northwest to southeast—very 
strange but true. 


Largest Artificial Lake. 


Gatun lake, which furnishes the 


•water for the locks, was made by 
damming the Chagres river. The 
dam is half a mile broad at the 
bottom ana 100 feet at the top. The 
lake thus created has an area ol 
163.38 square miles and is the larg- 
est artificially lormed lake in the 
world. Its surface is 85 feet above 
the sea level and ships are lifted to 
or lowered from it at either end in 
three steps. That is, there are two 
sets of tnree locks each on either 
side, so that vessels may be going 
in bcth directions at the same time. 
Each lock is 1.000 feet long, 110 
feet wide and 70 feet deep, capable 
cf accommodating the largest ship 
that floats. 
The stupendous lock gates and all 
the machinery on the zone are oper- 
ated oy electricity, generated at the 
hydro-electric plant at the dam. 
Vessels enter the canal on their 
own power, and across the lake they 
proceed In the same manner, but as 
they approach the locks they are 
atta'ched by cables to electric loco- 
motives on either side and 
thus 
towed and controlled until they 
again reach the channel. 
Real Big Business. 


"The canal is one or the biggest 


business enterprises in which the 
government is engaged, for it not 
only operates the waterway, but has 
great coaling and repair stations 
for the accomodation of ships which 
mav need them. There are two dry 
docks, one of them among the larg- 
est in the uorld. capable of hand- 
ling aav ship. There is also an oil 
station "to supply such vessels 
as 
burn cil and stores to supply every 
sort of feedstuff or other supplies 
which ships or their personnel may 
require. There are two great refrig- 
erating plants and on -50,000 acres 
of cleared pastures 3,500 head of 
cattle are maintained, slaughtered 
and disposed of annually. 
The Panama railroad is also op- 
erated by the 
government, being 
used for transferring freight, with 
no regularly scheduled passenger 
trains" It runs from one end of the 
canal to the other. To carry on this 
immense business the government 
empires 3.150 Americans, or "Told 
On November 6 Secretary HST 


employes." and 12.000 aliens, cr -sil- 
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by our government. Patients come 
here from all over Central Amer- 
ica and the west half of South 
America, for since Gorgas did his 
work this is one of the most health- 
ful places in the hemisphere, and 
the hospital service is unexcelled. 
Slums of the City. 


There is another side of the pic- 
ture, however, for not all of the 
people of Panama live in palaces 
The natives are for the most part 
mixed bloods and are shiftless and 
lazy. These live in slums, dirty and 
crowded They work just as little 
as possible and lead a precarious 
hand to mouth existence. In Pan- 
ama, as in Colon, there are many 
attractive shops, where may be 
purchased European and Oriental 
merchandise, as well as Panama 
hats, which are not made in Pan- 
ama at all, but in Ecuador. Neither 
are these hats woven 
beneath 
water, as many lhave been -led to 
believe. The material, however. Is 
left out of doors at night, so that 
the dew may soften it, and the 
weaving is done'in the early morn- 
ing before it has dried out. 


Columbus visited the Isthmus of 
Panama in 1502, on. his fourth and 
last voyage, dying in the belief that 
he had reached Asia. The idea that 
there -nas a strait through the 
isthmus prevailed until 1513. when 
Vasco Nunez de Balboa, from a 
height gazed out upon the waters 
of the Pacific and dutifully took 
possession of the same in the name 


nobleman and buccaneer, saw the 
Pacific from the isthmus in 1573, 
having been led by a native chief 
to a high point, where he climbed a 
great tree and beheld the ocean 
He did not take possession of it, 
however, for he was looking for 
things which he could carry away. 
He was the first Englishman to cast 
eyes'upon that great body of water. 


In 
1526 Pizarro 
crossed 
the 
isthmus and discovered Peru, which 
he conquered, and it was following 
this venture into the unknown that 
the "gold road" was 
established. 
This mere trail through the en- 
meshing jungle led from Panama to 
Cruces on the Chagres river, about 
fifteen miles from its mouth, which 
was not far from where Colon now 
stands. There boats were taken to 
Nombre de Dios, a poor little har- 
bor some distance below the pres- 
ent site of Colon. There there was 
a fortress and garrison and great 
vaults in which the treasure was 
stored until ships arrived to convey 
it to Spain.The Gold Road. 


The old gold road is paved with 
the bones of men and mules, for of 
the thousands who ventured to the 
Pacific when Peru and Mexico were 
being looted, only one out of five 
safely retraced his steps to the At- 
lantic. Millions upon millions of 
gold, silver and 
other precious 
plunder have been borne across the 
narrow, fever breeding strip upon 
the backs of mules and slaves, but 


not nil of it reached the Caiibbenn i awny, that he burned the city, most 
in the hands of those who started of which was built of flimsy ma- 
\vith it upon the perilous journey. 
Always there was the fear of lurk- 
ing bands of savages, and never 
was there absent the dread of n.m-

Then after 
Peiu, Panama and Mexico had been 
emptied came the discovrrv of gold 
in California, and the old gold road 
was the favorite loute of the nd- 
ventuiers \\ho thronged to that 
El Dorado. The journey was just 
as perilous, as in that earlier d.iy 
when the path had been tiod by the 
Spaniard, though the 
buccaneer 
had been banished fiom the seas. 
But of the many who left Panama 
laden with nuggets or dust in fab- 
ulous a m o u n t s , 
pitifully 
few 
reached the Caribbean, and many, 
after they had set foot upon the 
decks of ships weie gripped by the 
bony hand and knew that fever had 
claimed them. They had gazed up- 
on the promised land which they 
were never to be allowed to enter. 
Henry Morgan's Raid. 
In the latter part of January, 


1671, probably the greatest aggrega- 
tion of cutthroats ever assembled 
in the history of the world trudged 
along the gold road, for Henry 
Morgan and his band of piiates 
were on their way to take Panama, 
then the greatest and richest city 
in the western hemisphere. For 
years the mines of the isthmus had 
been tuining out untold wealth, 
and to ihis was added the treasure 
of Peru, all of this being assembled 
at the city on the Pacific, whence 
it was transported along the gold 
road for shipment to Spain. So the 
wealth of Panama was almost be- 
yond the dreams of avarice, and 
Morgan and his men meant to get 
it all. 
Henry Morgan 
-was no comic 
opera pirate; he was the real 
thing, and when he started for the 
isthmus he took a real pirate crew. 
There were thirty-seven ships and 
they carried over 2,000 fighting 
fiends, in addition to the sailors. 
The West Indies had been scoured 
for the "cream" of the buccaneers, 
and they were all there. First Fort 
San Lorenzo, at the mouth of the 
Charges, was taken fater fierce 
fighting, in which practically the 
entire garrison was slain and Mor- 
gan lost 100 Wiled and 70 wounded 
He left here a garrison of 500, so 
when he reached Panama he had 
few over 1,000 men. 
A Terrible Journey. 
The tramp across the isthmus oc- 
cupied ten days and was one of 
the most intense hardship and 
privation. Eight men had escaped 
from San Lorenzo and carried the 
word of the corning of the pirates, 
so the places along the way where 
the buccaneers had expected to ob- 
tain food were all deserted and 
burned. For the same reason vast 
quantities of treasure had been 
loaded on ship at Panama and car- 
ried to sea, much to the disap- 
pointment of Morgan and his men. 
The city was taken after hours of 
desperate fighting, during which 900 
soldiers and pirates lost their lives 
The Spaniard1; outnumbered their 
assailants three to one. 
So infuriated was Morgan when 
he learned that the greater amount 
of the treasure had been carried 
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tt-rial The cathedrcJ. the govcrioi s 
mansion and numerous other struc- 
tures were of stone, and the mini 
of these are still to be seen. th< 
v 


cathedral tower being an object of 
especial intcicst. as is the old arch 
bridge over which the pirates cnt- 
cied the city. 
Fiendish Tortures. 


Residents were put to the honi- 


ble tortures imaginable in otdcr 
that they might be foiced to di- 
vulge the hiding places of wraith, 
while others were carried off to be 
held for ransom. For three wcrks 
the pirates lingered, then set off 
over the gold road with 175 mules 
laden with gold, silver, precious 
stones, silks, satins, velvets and 
brocades, and accompanied by 600 
prisoners. 


The new city of Panama 
vvns 


built on the piesent site, five miles 
from the old one. and as the visi- 
tor rides about its 
interesting 


streets he will have pointed out to 
him the modest little church of 
San Jose. It is not much to look 
upon from the exterior, but entei- 
ing one beholds the most glorious- 
ly beautiful object in all Panama. 
It is an altar of pure gold, a maf- 
terpiece of art, beautifully chased 
and delicately fashioned, the metal 
alone being of fabulous value—and 
it is a relic of old Panama. 


The Altar of Gold. 


When the fathers of San Jose 


learned that the pirates were corn^ 
ing they loaded their priceless altar 
on a ship and put tb sea, and when 
the new city was founded they built 
the present modest church and 
erected a white altar, apparently 
of cheap wood, so that robbers 
might never be tempted. For cen- 
turies it stood thus until buccaneers 
had been driven from the sea, revo- 
lutions were a thing of the past 
and there was protection under 
Uncle Sam. Then the successors of 
the fathers who had fled from 
Morgan scraped away the white 
paint and the wondrously beautfrul 
altar of Old Panama burst forth in 
all its pristine glory. 
The first plans for a canal across 
the isthmus were made in 1529 by 
Alvaro de Saavedra, a companion 
of Balboa, and from that time on 
it was an international hope, pro- 
jects being discussed by Spanish, 
French, British and Americans. The 
first work was done by the French 
in 1882, the company operating un- 
til 1889, and a new one being or- 
ganized in 1894. Ferdinand deLes- 
seps was the organizer of the 
original company which spent over 
300 millions of dollars before it 
went into liquidation. There was 
much scandal and many charges of 
peculation connected with its oper- 
ation. The second company worked 
spasmodically, having taken over 
the assets of the old one and oper- 
ated the railway. This continued 
until all of the assets were pur- 
chased from the company by the 
United States in 1904. The canal 
was opened to commerce on August 
15, 1914. The price paid the French - 
company was 840,000,000. 
Roosevelt's Fast Work. 


Notwithstanding the many charges 


of imperialism that have been made 
against the United States, there 
has been but one incident upon 
which such accusation could be 
justly based, and that is the man- 
ner in which we acquired the canal 
;one, a strip extending five'miles 
on each side of the ditch, over 
vhich we have absolute sovereignty. 
At the time we were negotiating 
with tL<» French company Panama 
was a province of Colombia and 
Roosevelt was president of the 
United States. 
The French company Could not 
raise the money to continue the 
work, and on Oct. 1,1904, -would have 
forfeited its franchise and property 
to Colombia. We arranged to pay 
$40,000,000 for these and entered in- 
to a treaty with Colombia whereby 
we were to acquire the canal zone 
and pay for the same $10,000.000 
and an annuity of $250,000. The 
United States senate ratified this 
treat, but that of Colombia'unan- 
imously rejected it. It was claimed 
that the Colombians wanted to have 
the French franchise forfeited, sell 
the property to the United States 
at a much higher price and nego- 
tiate a treaty altogether more ad- 
vantageous. In these plans they 
were sadly disappointed. 
Immediately after the rejection of 
the treaty William Nelson Crom- 
well, American attorney for 
the 
French company, got busy. So did 
the citizens nf Panama. Dr Manuel 
Amador Guerrero hastened, to Wash- 
ington and conferred wjth Crom- 
well and Secretary Hay. Then he 
returned to Panama and the U. S. 
gunboat Nashville arrived off Colon. 
The Boston. Dixie and Atlanta also 
proceeded to within easy reach of 
the isthmus. Two days after the 
Colombian congress adjourned the 
American commander.1; received or- 
ders to keep transit open and "pre- 
vent the landing of any armed 
force with hostile Intent, either gov- 
ernment or insurgent, at any point 
within fifty miles of Panama " 
premature "Information." 


On November 3 the consuls at 


Panama and Colon received cables 
from the acting secretary of state 
.hat an uprising was reported on 
;he isthmus and asking that he be 
kept informed. But the consuls re- 
plied that there had as yet been no 
uprising, though one was expected 
ihat nicht. Later they reported that 
the insurrection had occurred at six 
o'clock and that a government 
would be organized later that cve- 
nine. The 
Nashville landed 50 
marines at Colon, and tne 450 Co- 
lombian troops who had disem- 
barked before orders 
to 
prevent 
from rioins; so had been re- 
vcrc persuaded by generous 
snbcs to their officers to go back

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NEBRASKA GETS ITS OWN BACK IN OURY 


FORMER STUDENT UNDER PERSHING RETURNS AS COMMANDANT OF UNIVERSITY R. 0. T. C.; RECALLS EARLY CORNHUSKER FOOTBALL 


WTEBRASKA received back 
-L^ one of its own men, with 
the coming of Col. W. H. Oury 
as commandant of cadets at 
the University of Nebraska. 


He received his degree from 


the university in 1897, and 
was prominent in student 
activities, with the gridiron 
and the parade ground his fa- 
vorite fields of action—^or it 
might be that the two were 
reversed in pleasure in his 
own mind. The new com- 
mander is a native Virginian, 
but Nebraska is home to him, 
as he came here when very 
young. He had his 
high 


school work in Omaha, as well 
as his college work at the uni- 
versity. 


Before 
Oolonel 
Oury had any 


medals of honor or any titles, he 
had his own fame as left tackle on 
the varsity squad, and he was 
a 


member of two championship teams. 
Colonel Oury recalls that the league 
in those days consisted of four state 
universities, Iowa, Kansas, Nebraska 
and Missouri, but that several out- 
side teams wehe scheduled, such as 
Doane college or athletic clubs from 
the larger cities. Games, in those 
days, were not necessarily played on 
the field of one of the contending 
teams, and. Colonel Oury recalls, 
crowds were slight and the games 
rarely paid. 


Weaver Managed Team. 


In 1896, when Harry Oury — so 


listed in the Sombrero—was 
left 
tackle, Arthur J. Weaver, now gov- 
ernor of Nebraska, \\as team man- 
ager. George Drrn, Utah's governor, 
played right guard on the same 
team. 


Colonel Oury served as manager 


of the football team for two years, 
and during his term, the first game 
was played on the campus. Canvas 
•was stretched to serve as a fence, so 
that the fans would not all 
stay 


outside to watch Kansas and Ne- 
braska mix, instead of coming in to 
sit on the nice new bleachers. The 
commandant insists he has never 
had the gift of prophecy, but when 
he returned a couple of weeks ago, 
he wasn't surprised to see the stad- 
ium, 
modern embodiment of those 
first few board seats, on Tenth 
street, as he had felt that position 
the logical corner for an athletic 
field mere than thirty years ago. 


Two Thousand Saw Game. 
That first campus game paid out, 


to the manager's delight. Two thou- 
sand people paid 50 cents each to 
see Nebraska and her old 
rival 
clash. The surplus helped tx> pay for 
the uniforms and for the coach, E. 
N. Robinson, later to go to Brown 
as coach for a couple of decades. 


When the present Colonel Oury 


wasn't counting football receipts, 
keeping an opponent away from the

goal, or attending a few classes, he 
was, 
unlike many youths on 
the 


campus, devoting himself to drill, 
marching right up the official line 
to a cadet captaincy, and unbe- 
knownst to him, to a regular army 
colonelcy that would bring 
him 


back to tell other cadets how to 
carry guns and to "column rrr-ii- 
ght." In his senior year, ne was the 
captaij of Company A. 


Went To Philippines. 


The captain of Pershing; nfles in 


those earlier days could not 
hold 


office until he had received his first 
degree. Colonel Oury, planning to 
return for his law work, was ap- 
pointed captain for '98. There was 
a little trouble in the Philippines, 
however, about that time, and he 
did not serve the entire year. The 
young captain took the Rifles, a 
crack drill company, to the fair 
grounds for exhibition drill, and at 
the same time was commissioned 
captain in the first Neebraska vol- 
unter infantry. 


Embarking for Manila in June, 


Captain Oury and his company took 
part in the attack on Manila Aug. 
13, 1898. He had determined to enter 
the regular army, and applied for a 
commission the day the Maine was 
blown up. The commission came to 
ham in Manila. 
Ran Book Store. 


While still in the university, Col- 


onel Oury operated a co-operative 
book store, as a means cf financial 
aid in his course. Articles of incor- 
joration were on file in the state 
house, and shares were $25 each. 
Promotion wasn't easy, for only two 
shares were sold, to a young woman 


student—and "she always received 
her dividends," Colonel Oury states. 
His partner's father failed in busi- 
ness, and the whole concern fell on 
his shoulders. But he made it pay, 
in spite of the initial troubles. The 
Sombrero devotes a page in 
the 


humorous section to tne store and 
says, in part: 
" . . . but when he is hunting 


Bohemia he tumbles down the dys- 
peptic brick steps into the Co-Op. 
This is the only ancient and honor- 
able institution in the 
university 


that is universally recognized, that 
is managed by the few and advised 
by the many, that is supported by 
the nch and 'stood off by the pocr, 
that is visited by everyone and re- 
spected by none. 


Take Digs At Store. 


"Ic is pnmarily a supply store, 


keeping everything that pertains to 
student life, but time has worked 
its countless changes. It is now a 
locker room as vrell, where a rneasly 
hole in the wall may be rented for 
the svbaric sum of 40 cents a year. 
Here "the freckled freshman 
can 
stow away a pair of golashes and 
a ham bone for lunch. 


"The place is always permeated 


with college spirit. Each year the 
football plays are mapped out on 
its hard earthen floor, and here the 
baseball games are lived over again. 
It is the cradle of college enthusi- 
asm. In the dull season its 
only 


furnishings consist of a red counter 
and a crack in the ceiling, but dur- 
ing the school months H boasts of 
two show cases, a gas jet. a bald 
headed duster, and a jaded slave

Stationed At Arizona. 


Colonel Oury has had three tours 
m the Philippines, but when he re- 
signed his commission there to ac- 
cept one in the regular army, he 
was first stationed at Fort Apache, 
Ariz. Since that tune, he has been 
on tours in all corners of the Unit- 
ed States, has ' served a year in 
France, and has been in Panama. 
During his military career, Col- 


onel Oury was commander of a field 
company in the signal corps at Fore 
Omaha. The University of Nebraska 
is his first service as commandant. 
He came here from Pennsylvania, 
where he has been instructor irt-khe 
Pennsylvania 
national guard for 


seven years. 


Served In France. 


Colonel Oury, commander of the 


34th infantry in France, was decor- 
ated with the silver bar citation and 
distinguished service medal for lead- 
ing troops in action 
during the 


Montfaucc-n drive on the first day 
of the Argonne advance, September 
26, 1918. The men went over the top 
at 5:30 o'clock in the morning, but 
it -was not until the next morning 
after hours of facing machine gun 
fire, that they had really penetrated 
the three or four miles into Mont- 
faucon and were able to go forward. 
For the third time. Colonel Oury 
served under General Pershing in 
those war months. During three of 
Colonel Oury's years in the 
uni- 
versity cadet corps. Lieut. Pershing 
enjoyed the position now held by 
Colonel Oury. The war time general 
was civil governor of the Philhp- 
pines during Colonel Oury's 
stay 


there, and, of course, he was gen- 
eral of the Armies of the United 
States in the World war. 


Colonel Oury was on R. O. T. C. 


duty for the central department, 
with headquarters in Chicago, for 
the ax months following his return 
from France. Following that inter- 
im, he went to Panama, where he 
was commander of the 14th infantry 
and of a battaiion of the 4th field 
artillery. 


University of Nebraska Survey Shows 


„ Average-Student Spends $650 Per Year

W 


HAT is the cost of a 
university year? 


Not in energy, fatigue, 


strength, not in growing ma- 
turity, knowledge, sophistica- 
tion. But in dollars and cents, 
in the money that must come 
out of the bank to go into 
clothes, text books, room, 
board, incidentals, dentistry, 
medical care, pleasure. 


That is a question with 


many answers. Possibly not 
so macy answers as there are 
students in the university, 
but with enough hundreds of 
replies to make definite fig- 
ures difficult. 


Distance from home, residence 
within or without the state, health, 
courses taken, support in whole or 
only in part, or-scarcely at all. from 
home, mode of living, size of ward- 
robe all add to or subtract from the 
total amount that the June balance 
sheets show have been spent for 
one year of collegiate training. 


Average Cost $650. 
The average cost of a year's at- 


tendance at the university, not in- 
cluding clothing and transportation, 
is approximately S6oO. according to 
official figures issued by the uni- 
versity. The two items excluded 
may add a considerable sum. for a 
student may come^rom Harrison or 
he mav come from no further than 


i Beatrice, in Nebraska, or he may 
I come from thirty-five or forty dif- 


ferent states and a dozen different 


i countries, and the wearing_ apparel 


depends upon the sort of life he or 


I she plans to enjoy dunng the year. 
j 
Board and room may be secured at 


; approximately $35 to S40 per month. 


the same figures show. Rooms in 
the cottage dormitories are S36, on 
up to $63 per semester for each oc- 
cupant. It is generally stated that 
daily board amounts to 80 cents or 
SI, whether taken in a boarding 
house or in a cafetena. 


This S650. in addition to board 


and room, must cover several items, 
including fees and books. 
A matriculation fee of $5 is re- 
quired upon entering any college. 
It need be paid but once during the 
university course, provided the stu- 
dent does not change membership 
from one college to another. 
Students are charged a regisltra- 
tion fee of $1 and a medical service 
fee of SI each semester. A non- 
resident fee for students living out- 
side Nebraska 
is charged 
each 
semester. The minimum sum is $25 
each semester, but it is not less 
than the amount a similar institu- 
tion in the newcomer's state charges 
a Nebraska student. 
Tuition'Fees Vary. 


In addition to these payments, a 
tuition fee based on the crecut hour 
is charged in all colleges and de- 
partments. These class fees range, 
in general, from $1.50 to S3 per 
credit hour. The laboratory courses 
vary between S2.50 and S3 per hour, 
and the other courses, for the most 
part, are rated at S1.50 per credit 
hour 
Except in the professional 


colleges, the average fees'are $30 to 
$35 per semester. 
The medical service fee. for which 
the dollar charge is made, includes 
certain definite services to the uni- 
versity student. This sum entitles 
the student, without cost, to any 
medical service rendered in the of- 
fice of the department of student 
health, and. in case of illness in his 
room, to one call by a regular uni-j 
versity physician. This dollar fee! 
also entitles the student to medical 
service, nursing care, and board for 
$1 per day in the university mfirm- 
arr. and "medical supplies are fur- 
nished at cost at the pharmacy dis- 
pensary. 
I 


prepared a budget plan of $175 per 
year for three years 
This sum, 


adderi to the $650 recognized as ade- 
quate living by the university, plus 
railroad and bus fare, would un- 
doubtedly bring the total of a year's 
schooling well under the $1,000 lim- 
it, which mothers have stated 
is 
somewhat the average annual cost 
of educating a child in Nebraska. 


Budge Clothes Allowance. 


In the first year, a coat and dress 
allowance of $83.25 was determined 
upon, after the girls had 
found 


suitable wraps and frocks could bs 
purchased within this total cost 
They apportioned the cost in this 
manner: 
Winter coat, $33; wool 
dress. $15; silk afternoon dress, $15; 
smock, S1.25; evening dress, $20; 
rain coat, $5. 
• Within 
the 
same year, 
they 
planned $42 for hats, shoes 
and 


gloi es, in this fashion: Winter hat 
and summer hat. S5 each; spring 
hat, $3; evening shoes, S6; oxfords, 
$5: summer shoes, $5; galoshes, $4; 
winter gloves, $3: summer gloves, S4; 
and bedroom slippers, S2. 


They thought S35 sufficient for 
stockings and under garments, and 
the total cost amounted to S34.40. 
The different needs took the follow- 
ing expenditures: Twelve pairs of 
stockings at $1.45 per pair. $17.40: 
four sets of bloomers and brassieres 
at $1.50 each, $6; underskirt, $1; 
three pairs of pajamas at $2 each, 
$6; kimono, $4. Accessories amount- 
ed to $8.75, $1 for 6 for 50 cent 
handkerchiefs, $2 for scarf, 50 cents 
for an evening handkerchief, and 
$5.25 for costume jewelry and purse. 


Having purchased a winter coat 
the first year, in the second vear 
she. this mythical student, spent $25 
of her $89.25 for a spring coat, and

Prepare S300 Budget. 


In the third year, she bought a 


suit for $25, the winter coat nnd 
spring coat being in sufficient re- 
pair for a third and second win!IT 
and spring. She added to her ward- 
robe a sweater, $2, blouse. $2. wool 
dress. $15. t\\o silk dre&ses $24 aft- 
ernoon dress $20. nnd smock, $125. 
The remainder of the clothing is the 
same. 


This is a most modest dress allow- 


ance for a girl who is giving her 
clothes hard wear and who wears

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A NATION'S GRATITUDE. 


As an outstanding example of governmental red 


tape and bureaucratic blundering, the following facts, 
dealing with a Nebraskan's 12-year post-war experi- 
ences, are submitted. With his wife and two children 
he Is at present living in a small Nebraska town, 
•without adequate financial support and so seriously 
impaired in physical health that' he cannot work. 


He is a veteran of the World war, and saw service 


overseas. As an indication that his physical condi- 
tion when he entered the army was excellent it need 
but be recalled that he was a pilot in the air divi- 
sion. The examinations for the air service, it will be 
remembered, were the most rigid of all. He was dis- 
charged from the army in a critical condition and an 
effort was made to rehabilitate him by sending him 
to the University of Nebraska as a vocational training 
student. It was soon discovered, however, that he was. 
not in a fit physical condition to attend the universi- 
ty and his training ceased, through BO fault of those 
stationed in Lincoln in charge of vocational training. 
They were merely doing what they should have done. 


Since then the Nebraska soldier has been engaged 


in an almost continuous controversy with the Vet- 
erans' bureau over his compensation claim. Today 
it seems as far from settlement as when it was first 
taken up. He was discharged from the army with a 
rating of temporary total disability on January 31, 
1919, and had such a rating until April 26, 1925. The 
army physicians were then of the opinion that his 
disability was due to interstitial nephritis. 


The record in the case is a long one. On April 23, 


1919, 
the Veterans' bureau had the claimant exam- 


ined by its own doctor, W. O. Bridges, who reported 
claimant was suffering from interstitial nephritis and 
was "unable to do any work of ary kind." On De- 
cember 16, 1920, he was again examined by Dr. F. S. 
Bonnell at Kimball, with the same finding, and the 
same recommendation that he was "unfit for work." 
Dr. Riley E. Roche was the next physician to exam- 
ine him, and in addition to other ailments declared 
the soldier was suffering from "chronic pulmonary 
iuberculosis" and was "unable to resume any occu- 
pation." 
• * * 


It would seem those examinations by outstanding, 


reputable physicians should have established the case 
to the satisfaction of Veterans' bureau officials and 
resulted in his receiving the full benefits allowed him 
under the law bufc the Nebraskan was next sent to 
Jefferson Barracks, Missouri. He was under obser- 
vation from March 13, 1925 to April 6, 1926, with the 
result that t^e staff of physicians, Doctors Keese, 
Wagner, Anderson and Williams, reported him totally 
disabled and unable to work. Immediately after that 
examination his compensation was cut down to par- 
tial total disability, which allowed him $40 a month 
for himself, and $10 a month for his wife and two 
children, or $50 a month in all when he was entitled 
to $100 a month for himself alone under the pro- 
visions of the law. 


Since then he has been undergoing more examina- 


tions 
During the past ten years he has been ex- 


amined by more than fifty different physicians and 
there is no dissent among them that he is totally dis- 
abled. Included in the list are a number of outstand- 
ing physicians in Lincoln. 


The facts in the case have been presented to Sena- 


tor R. B. Howell. together with copies of the reports 
of the medical men. 
On October 17, 1929 Senator 


Howell acknowledged receipt of the letters bearing 
on the case and said he would b» glad to make an in- 
vestigation. Six day later he wrote, enclosing a let- 
ter he had received from the Veterans' bureau. It 
stated evidence had been submitted 
showing the 


soldier had not received a rating commensurate with 
his degree of disability and Indicating authority had 
been granted to observe the claimant at a diagnostic 
center. Since then a series of letters have been sent 
back and forth, but the World war veteran and his 
family are still awaiting readjustment of the claim. 
• * * 


It would seem to be a comparative simple matter to 


untangle the maze of red tape which has subjected a 
loyal soldier in the American army to the hardships 
and injustices of indifference and incompetence. 


But Bureaucracy is a sticker for form. While a 


man suffers and while his family is compelled to suf- 
fer with him. the endless chain of letter writing con- 
tinues If this man is totally disabled, and reputable 
physicians have so reported, he is entitled to the full 
benefits of compensation as provided by law. It 
should not be necessary for him to encage the ser- 
vices of lawyers to present his claim, and to enlist the 
support of Legion Posts in getting justice done. The 
trouble with governmental bureaus is that the busi- 
ness which comes before them is generally nobody's 
business. Those in the various posts and positions 
depend upon the other fellow to do what he should 
cio 


It was the Intention of the American people to 


treat those who served in the arm- generously and 
gratefully. They provided fun<fc for that purpose and 
spent millions of dollars in constructing hospitals for 
the care and rehabilitation of those who suffered in 
She war. For the most part the men have born ad- 
mirably cHrcd lor and treated but cases similar 1o 
the rtrprncncr of this Nebraska veteran constitute a 
sh.<;r,c and reproach to a grateful people. 


NEBRASKA FLOWERS IN THE FALL. 


By the strange working of nature's law of compen- 


sation, the people of Lincoln and in many other sec- 
tions of Nebraska are now enjoying the 
flowers 


which they missed "during the period of extreme heat 
and drouth in July and the first half of August. 


Ordinarily only late blooming varieties of flowers 


add their brilliant colors and their beauty to a sea- 
son of the year, which in this state, is one of the most 
delightful. In the spring roses, iris, spirea, peonies, 
pansies, Oriental poppies, and a score of other flow- 
ers, re-enforced by the blooms of fruit-bearing trees, 
make eastern Nebraska an extremely delightful and 
beautiful spot. 


But owing to the extreme heat of the summer, 


which the scientist tells us reacted in the same fash- 
ion of winter cold, many of the flowers which gen- 
erally bloom but one season in the year are again in 
bud and blossom. Out in the woodlands the violets, 
awakening in the fall of the year, are producing flow- 
ers. The gardens and trees, seared and burned by the 
heat of temperature over 100 degrees, having taken 
new" life with the rains of recent weeks are flowering. 
In one Lincoln yard a generous lilac bush is again m 
bloom after having produced an abundant crop earlier 
in the spring, A snowball bush on the campus of the 
University of Nebraska has 
contributed its snowy 


blossoms to an unusual fall. 


People may require a great deal of wisdom by ob- 


serving the immutable laws of nature. She has a way 
of compensating for her stern moods when the ex- 
tremes of heat and cold exact their toll. Likewise 
she generally exacts full pay when she has been in 
her most generous moods. It does repay those who 
endured the heat and despaired when flower gardens 
withered and browned to receive an unlocked for dis- 
play of fall flowers. 


great extent responsible for the condition of depres- 
Mon existing in the United States today. With great 
surplusses in our agricultural products as well as those 
of our factories; foreign buying drops away to a tre- 
mendous extent, and we find ourselves wealthy In as- 
sets which are the opposite of liquid.

Of course the tariff policy of the United States is 


an awful barrier to our commerce, but if all the world 
were on the market, we might depend on getting a 
good share of the trade in spite of this. It is there- 
fore to be devoutly hoped that every people every- 
where will in the near future become just as pros- 
perous as this country could ever hope to be. If such 
a thing should ever come about the United States 
would continue to be the richest 
country in the 


world. 


FUTILITY OF MEDALS. 


The first Capper medal for "distinguished service 


to agriculture'Vis to be awarded October 9. The re- 
cipient will be Dr. Stephen Moulton Babcock, who is 
credited with revolutionizing the dairy industry 40 
years ago. 


It was Dr. Babcock, who announced the formula 


that made it easy to determine the butterfat content 
of milk. The widespread understanding of his work 
prevented the abuses in production, sale and distribu- 
tion of milk which unscrupulous individuals had de- 
veloped, and made possible the 
extensive develop- 


ment of the dairy industry which this country has 
seen. 


Of many men it can be said that their greatest 


achievement was the the finding of a new process, a 
new device, a new tool for the aid of mankind in his 
conquest of the material world. This is not the most 
that can be said of Dr. Babcock. 


He not only discovered a milk test, which would 


make possible development on a splendid basis of a 
great agricultural industry and make available to 
thousands of families one of the finest of foods but 
tie gave that finding unhampered to the general pub- 
lic. 
He refused the millions in royalties that could 


have been his and invited the widespread adoption 
of his discovery. 


How futile a medal seems as a reward to such a 


human benefactor. Milk is no longer paid for simply 
by weight or measure. There is no longer opportunity 
.or water dilution without detection. Dr. Babcock has 
seen his mechanical finding aid in the building of a 
better society. There can be no richer reward than 
his own satisfaction at having given more than an or- 
dinary contribution to human life and comfort.

Damrosch Prepares Music Appreciation 


Series; English Poet Laureate on Air 


Walter Damrosch, who returned 


to New York from Europe last week, 
is now making preparations for the 
opening of the 1930-31 series of the 
NBC music appreciation hour Fri- 
day, 
October 10. This will be 
the 


third season of the radio concerts 
for schools and colleges and 
the 


second in which they have been 
given under auspices of the National 
Broadcasting company. Damrosch 
again will utihze the National or- 
chestra in presenting his programs. 


It is anticipated that 8,000,000 will 


listen in during the coming season. 
The concerts, which will be broad- 
cast over the combined networks of 
the National Broadcasting company, 
will be available to all communities 
east of the Rocky mountains. KFAB 
will carry the series locally. 


Entire new programs have been 


prepared by Damrosch for the sea- 
son's conceits. Following the general 
plan of last year, there will be four 
different 
series, 
each 
including 


twelve programs. The programs for 
the two younger groups o£ children 
will be presented on the same Fri- 
day: 
Series A for grades three and 


four at 10 o'clock and series B for 
grades fue and six at 10 30 o'clock. 
On alternate Fridays the two ad- 
vanced courses will be given. Senes 
C for grades scien. eight and nine 
at 10 o'clock and series D for high 
schools, colleges and music clubs at 
10.30 o'clock. 


The first series will be devoted 


largely to a study of the makeup of 
a symphony orchestra. Senes B'will 
emphasize the different rh\thms 
and tempos of music and carry the

poems and stories suggested by the 
mood or idea of the music. " The

IN TENTH YEAR 


First Program License 


Issued to WBZ on 


Sept. 15, 1921. 


Radio broadcasting Monday en- 


ters Its tenth year. Just nine years 
ago, on September 15. 1921, the first 
program broadcasting license in 
America was granted to station 
WBZ of the Westln;;house com- 
pany. Springfield, Mass. 


WBY of the Radio Corporation of 


America, New Rochelle, N. Y., re- 
ceived the secondhand WJZ, then 
operated by the Westlnghouse com- 
pany at Newark. N. J., the third. 
The fourth license was issued No- 
vember 7, 1921, to KDKA, Westir.g- 
house station at Pittsburgh. 
To 


KDKA goes the distinction of being 
the pioneer station since it broad- 
cast programs experimentally long 
before It or any other stations were 
granted governmental licenses. 


It is difficult to realize that only 
nine years have elapsed since the 
f i r s t 
broadcasting station was 


licensed. The distance between the 
crystal set, so popular in the early 
days, and the modern electric re- 
ceiver seems paralleled only by the 
similar gulf between the Wright 
brother's aircraft and the modern 
metal plane. 


Nation Hears Great Eyents. 


The brief history of broadcasting 


virtually has been the history of 
America. Most of the great events 
transpiring have been brought to 
the publij through radio, the fol- 
lowing being among these ocasions:
